operator’s renewal 
applications mailed last January. 
167,188 were returned to the bureau 
of motor vehicles as undeliverable. 
Director R. Richard Stickel said to­ 
day rn stressing the necessity for 
• operators keeping the bureau 
in­ 
formed as to their correct address. 
Operators now have their 1933 re­ 
newal applications, 
Stickel 
said 
The bureau already 
is 
receiving 
hundreds of returns because drivers 
failed to notify it of their change of 
address. 
Of the applications returned in 
the 1932 renewal period, 104.105 were 
undeliverable because the operators 
had moved without notifying postal 
authorities of their

address. 
Tile nearest approach to this figure 
was in 1930. when 90,360, applica­

Want Scaling Down Of Mortgages

either sta te o r federal relief is ob­ 
tained. 
T here m ust be an im m ediate rise 
in agricu ltu ral prices or a scaling 
down of all farm m ortgages, or 
both, th ey a ssert, 
if 
the 
Iowa 
farm er is to survive. 
F arm ers O rganize 
R estless while others debate the 
future, Iowa farm ers have taken 
things into th e ir own hands. 
For 
once they contradicted the old theo­ 
ry th a t the fa rm e r would not or­ 
ganize. 
G roups 
w ere 
merged 
throughout Iow a to prevent tax 
sales and foreclosure of m ortgages. 
Success of th eir strategy was 
striking illustrated by the g ath er­ 
ing of approxim ately 700 usually 
com placent H aw keye farm ers a t Le 
M ars, w here they forcibly persuad­ 
ed a representative of a life insur­ 
ance 
com pany, 
a fte r th reats of 
lynching, to raise his bid a t a m ort­ 
gage foreclosure sale and prevent 
a deficiency judgm ent against the 
m ortgagor. 
T ax Sales Postponed 
D em onstrations have been more 
passive in o ther p a rts of the state 
—yet so convincing th a t approxi­ 
m ately 30 counties postponed tax 
sales in hopes relief would come in 
tim e to keep the farm er on his 
land, and, incidentally, avert fu r­ 
ther trouble. 
Few concrete suggestions for re ­ 
lief have been offered. Everyone in­ 
volved, however, agrees prices m ust 
ascend o r m ortgages scaled down. 
They say it is im possible to pay 
back “ 100-cent dollar with 300-eent 
dollars.” 
Realizing the im portance of the 
situation, the Iowa Farm bureau 
federation organized a state a g ri­ 
cultural credit council w ith a per­ 
sonnel of leaders 
from 
all 
the 
state's industries. Its purpose was 
to act as an interm ediary for the 
m ortgagor and the m ortgagee. 
The council had considerable suc­ 
cess in settlin g cases amicably. In 
W oodbury 
county 
alone, 
where 
farm ers w ere perhaps the hardest 
hit of any in the state, 24 fan n ers 
were perm itted to hold their land 
a fter successful negotiation. 
N egotiation 
ra th e r than force 
has been the policy 
of the Iowa 
F arm bureau. 
They hope to com­ 
plete 
satisfacto ry 
arrangem ents 
until b etter tim es come. 
They see no gain for either party 
in putting a farm er off his land, 
pointing out th a t 
the 
m ortgage 
com pany would be nothing ahead in 


was storm ed a t Le M ars by fa rm ­ 
ers dem anding th a t he act to stop 
foreclosures, expressed sym pathy 
w ith th eir cause and suggested to 
Governor Clyde H erring a m orato­ 
rium of five to seven months on 
farm m ortgages. 
T he governor asserts the new 
Iowa general assem bly, now in ses­ 
sion, will pass legislation to benefit 
the farm er. 
One plan, form ulated for p re­ 
sentation to th e legislature, is the 
suggestion th a t the federal govern­ 
m ent 
take 
take 
up 
all 
farm 
m ortgages and continue them a t 
three per cent interest over a long 
term period. 
The bill was to he introduced by 
R epresentative Alva H um eston, HO 
years old, whose fath er sat in the 
legislature during troublous a g ri­ 
cultural tim es of 60 years ago.
